In Mur- 
phy he raced a sprinter that should have done ladter than he did. When .iiist right this horse can 
measure strides with the speediest s|irinters. hut he is prohahl.v dillicuit to keep on edge. At an.v rate, 
he failed dismally at times when seemeil capahle of winning.

CHANGES IN SUCCESS OF STALLIONS 

The <nrioU' changes in the capaeit.v of stallions 
<-oineideiif witli a <-hange of country cannot 1 h' 
wlodl.v ascrilied to cluuige of nianag<'nicnt, for in 
most countries tlie ]irin<-iiial breeding studs are well 
managed, and yet we are left to siM-culate vainly 
on w li.v Doiieaster. after getting Hend Or. Muncaster 
and oilier go>id ones in tliis eounir.v. sliould have 
done little or in> good in Anstria-Huiigar.r when 
III' P'nehed tliere in the full prime of ills career. It 
i' eipially remarkalile tliat Silvio, liaving failed 

utterly in England to sire any ilecent winners, 

tiiougli muled witli some of tin late laird Fulniontii’s 
l>e»t mart's, shoiUd liave gone to the top of the win- 
ning sires’ list in Frain-e as tlie result of liis first 
year's serviee in tliat countr.v. Kaelinrn was of 
little aeeonnt as a stallion in England. Imt in 
■Aiistiia Hungary he lieeame one of tlieir most 
siiei-essf 111 sii-"s. So. too. Prinee fliarlie, whose Ik'sI 
lioiiie-hred son was i'restonpains. never lonclied a 
siieci'ss wortliy of liiinself until ho n'aehed America, 
when in three seasons lie estahlished liimsetf a< 
fight a', the top of tlie tree, his chef dVa'Uvre ht'ing 
the immortal Salvator. It is trn«' that ids son. 
I-'*eldeI. was sireil in England. Imt the dam. Nellie 
.'I'Mir. was cxiMirled to New Zealand> and Lwhiel 

«'as fmiled there. For the henefit of our Irish 

friends I may add tliat Kendal never got anything 
like sucli giMMi slock in England as he did in hi« 
curly and unpretentious days in Ireland, notwith- 
standing Hie fact that he was houglit for the 
eipiivalenr of L’O.tkK) gtiineas to <ome to England, 
and liad full lists of first-class mares at a fee l•ou) 
mensnrate witli Ids price. He did iM-ller again. 
Iiowever, w'lieii. as an old horse, he went out to the 
•ivgenliiie. He sired Tredeiiids, no donlit, wldle 
lie was in England, hilt I am w’riling alHuil race 
norKe.i, and it will not lie disputed that Eallee 
.More, bred in Ireland, was iinineusuruhly tlie best 

of Ktudal’s bvus.— M'. AlUsoii, iu Lomluu SpciTsiuiUi. 



New A'ork. Fehrnar.v 22. -AA'. S. Heather, owner 
of tlie Kiighy Sind. England, lias nine two- year-olds i 
hon.sed at Dnrland's Hiding Academy, widcii are now- 
offered for sale, and if appearances sjieak tnitli- ^ 
fully, indii'ate a snccessfnl racing career. fivery i 
horse is tlmrtmgld.v broken, having Iieeii in this i 
co'.intry several moiitliK and in superb lienltli. In ■ 
fact they an' all ready f<ir earl.v training and it I 
might !«' said more forward than nsiial for tlie I 
season. Horsemen, who have ItKiked them over, art' I 
nnatdnions in their co innie nt on their condition and ! 
predict The possibilities of tlierO tw'ing at least thrcH' 
stake winners among them if they live np to the 
records of their antecedauts and outward upiw'ar- 
ancps. 

Mr. Ilt'atlier has only lieen in the breeding Imsi- 
noss fur .nlanit eight years and in that time has 
proilnct'd a number of gimd horses from his Ilugh.v 
Stud, which he started in a nuiderate way. His 
knowh'dge of hlootl lines has been so sch'iitifically 
develoiH'd. iiowever. that the results have bt'en m<u-e 
than satisfat'tory in Englami and Irelanti. notwith- 
standing lie Inis hut ab<mt twent.v mares on his es- 
tate. The hroeding industry fell off to such an 
extent in England in the past three .vears that 
Mr. Heather decided to provide a market for his 
I horsi's in tins eoniitr.v. 

Last .vear iie lirouglit over a small crop. Imt 
owing lo the inconveniences of travel and his lack 
of knowledge of conditiuns in this country, they 
I did not develoi) as tliey would have done had tlicy 
I lu'i'ii given the care his present cunsigiinn'iit has ! 
I had. So innch dix's he tliink of tlie nine now at I 
I Dnrland's lie lias entered tliem in all the importa-j 
ant two and three-year-old stakes lo tie run this 
.vear and next. 

DESIRES TO MAKE RUGBY STUD POPULAR. 

AA'hen asked wli.v he did not s«'ll them at auction, 
Mr. Heather gave Hie plaiisilile reason that wlien 
horses weis' sold at auction, one never knew tlie 
capaliility of trainers who wamld get tliem. "1 
know- I hnve giuai Imrses,” said Mr. Heatlier. 
"hnl the liest liorsi' in the world t-.-iii 1 k' mined 
if not properly trained and. as 1 wish to retain 
tile reputation of my stud, it being my intention 
to ex|M»rt horses liere annnall.v. I always want to 
know tlie ability of a trainer In-foiv 1 sell a 
horse. 1 would ratlier not sell than have them 
badly trained. Aln-ady 1 have refnsi'd to sell one 
man on account of liis trainer. It >s nor so mm-ti 
the present I am anxions aliuiit. but the fntim'. 
i am going to make the Kngliy Stud as luipular I 
liei-e as aii.v Eiiglisli stud. It takes time to do I 
Hiis. also Hiouglit and management. > 

"That is tin' reason why I slionld like tlie horses I 
to get into Hie liaiids of Hie most com|N-teiit train- | 
ers and it must Iw' admitted Hiere are some lu'tler 
Hian others. If I don't sell Hieni. I shall liav*' 
Hieni traiiu'd here and emh'avor lo show- Hie kind 
of iiorses they are and the kind 1 intend to iiro- 
dnee at Kiigli.v in Hie future, Hut I wish p> sell 
if iMissilile. as 1 am overdue in Kii'gland at tlie 
presi'iil time on ai'coiint of tlie w-oi*k to he liNiki'd 
after at Hiis season of the year. 

“I liave made many entries in Hie stakes to Is- 
rim in this coniilry up to tlie year 19211. proving tliat 
Hie present offering is not a -siu'ciUative sale, but 
one fiiat I liope will establish a market for hors«'s. 
not .only from my farm, but from other estaldisli- 
ments in Eumiie. as 1 lielieve the closer the affil- 
iations iM'tweeii this and Enro|«'an connlnes in Hie 
breeding of Hioronghlm'ds. the givater will be tlie 
opiuii-tunities for advanei'inent in Hie iiidustiT-. 

"1 have sold one liorse already to K. F. ('arman 
for -Mr. Viali for SU).5 iM 1. When .Air. A'ian saw the 
hors'-s. he asked for a figure on the whole eonsign- 
niPiit, hut Mr. t'arnian already had alioiit thirtv 
horses to look after and he advised only taking one 
for Hie time la'ing. Nmv I w-onid like liorseini'ii tri 
come and look over what there is left liefore i 
leave for England, as I expect to sail within a 
week or two.’’
